TiM,

A CRUSHING BURDEN!
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LAW IN 
ACTION

HOW TO JUDGE WITNESS
Aa a juror you are a judge 

of the evidence presented at 
a trial. In order to reach a 
proper verdict, you have to 
decide what to believe and 
what not to believe. One per­ 
son can't believe two dia­ 
metrically opposed state- 
menu.

But alas, there Is no fool­ 
proof way to sift out the 
true from the false. Lacking 
a surefire truth detector, our 
jury system Is the best meth­ 
od yet found.

So the jurors must con­ 
sider the factors affecting the 
witnesses' creditabtlity so far 
as the evidence discloses 
them—age, education, work, 
or looks and conduct on the 
witness stand; relationships 
between the witness and the 
parties; stakes in the trial's 
outcome; bias, if it appears; 
the strength of the witness' 
memory; the chances they 
have had to see, hear, and 
know what th%y have testified 
to; their candor; the reason­ 
ableness of their testimony.

Witnesses often differ fit 
details due to their different 
opportunities or powers to 
observe, or their memory o£ 
what they saw, heard, or did. 
In view of these differences 
try to reconcile gaps when 
you reasonably can.

Consider why a witness 
may make untrue statements: 
Is .it because of confusion, 
nervousness, mistakes, poor 

/memory, thoughtlessness, 
lack of Intelligence, or evil 
intent?

The law assumes that the 
common sense and experi­ 
ence of 12 men will be more 
reliable than that of only one, 
in finding the truth among 
the statements offered by 
witnesses in a trial. The,con­ 
clusions of the 12 jurymen 
will be safer and wiser bo- 
cause of the broad back­ 
ground of education, age, pro­ 
fession, and experience 
brought to bear on1 disputed 
matters.
